The ccu- 
verse is: no tyranny, no rebellion. Instead of sup- 
porting Ool. boven both the spirit and the, letter 
Of the declaration are against :im. 

The principle of the ‘‘consent of the governed”’ 
is also subject to this qualification—it cannot be 
exercised without fust cause. The causes which 
moved our fathers were specifically recited in the 
dec'aration, and then’ follow these words: ‘‘When 
any form of government becomes destructive of 
these ends it is the right of the people to abolish 
it and to institute a new government.’’ Hence the 
converse wust be true; when any form of govern- 
ment is not destructive of these ends the right of 
the people to abolish it and to institute a tew 
government does not exist. 


Filipinos Are 


American Subjects. 
Ool. Bryan exclaims: ‘‘If the Filipino is not to 
be a citizen, shal’ we make him’ a subject?’’ 
and he adds, ‘“‘A Republic can have no su)jects.”’ 
He evidently based this statement on a misconcep- 
tion of the Ohisholm case (2 Dall. 471.). In 1793 
Chief Justice Jay, discussing feudal governmenis, 
stated that under them one man was the sovereign 
and all the rest his subjects. ‘‘No such ideus,”’ 
however, he said, ‘‘obtain here. At the Revolution 
the sovereignty developed upon the peop'se, and 
they are truly the sovereigns of the country. Lut 
they are sovereigns without subjects."" He did uot 
hold, ag Col. Kryan states, that ‘‘a republic can 
bave no subjects.’’ Nor, 
this, bas any American court or judge 
any such proposition. 

Who is an American subject? In 1817, 
tice Story sad: ‘A person domiciled in a coun- 
try and enjoying the protection of its sovereign, Is 
deemed a subject of that country.

No Free Trade 


With Philippines. 

The Republican policy in the Philippines 1s also 
attacked on the ground that !t violates the uniform 
tariff! clause in the constitution. But there is no 
provision in the treaty on this subject. Hence that 
document does not constitution and 
statutes do not operate ex proprio rigore, hence 
they do not apply. We find ourselves again re e- 
gated to Congress. If it makes operative the con- 
stitution and Dingley tariff, they wil be opera- 
tive, otherwise they will not. If it enacts pew 
tariff laws, those laws will prevail. If. however, 
Congress takes no action on the subject, then un- 
der our revenue laws. and under the dects'ons vf 
the Supreme Court, all Phi ippiue ports minst be 
regarded as foreign until they are estabiished as 
domestic by act of Congress. 

These principles have been applied on several 
occasions in our history. Florida was ceded to 
us 'p 1819. After we had taken possessloc n, it ws 
decided by the treasury department that gouds 
imported from Florida, before Congress had mace 
our laws operative therein, were liabé wo dury. 
“That is,’’ said Chief Justice Taney, “although 
Florida had by cession actually become a part of 
the Laited States, and was in our possession, yet, 
under our revenue laws, [ts ports must be re. 
garded = foreign unti, they are estab] shed as du- 
mestic by act of Congress’ (9 How.

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 22.—Col. 
day continued his canvas of the first Con- 
gressional district in this state. He started 
early today in an automobile intending 
make three speeches before returning 
IAncolIn late tonight. 

The first stop was made at Waverly, in 
Lancaster County, 12 miles distant, where 
he spoke at 11:30 o'clock. In his speech at 
that point the presidential candidate talked 
in a familiar strain as to old neighbors. be- 
fore Mr. Bryan began his speech the people 
were addressed by Gov. Poynter, who 
claimed that the fusion management of the 
Nebraska State affairs had redeemed it from 
much embarrassment due to previous Ke- 
publican control. 

Mr. Ryan did not attempt to deliver a 
formal speech, but he talked to the people 
for half an hour or more concerning the 
issues of the day, dwelling especially on 
the evils of imperialism and militarism, as 
he views these questions and warning his 
hearers against them. He told them that 
the Republicans were not united upon the 
question of supreme importance in the cam- 
paign, some of them giving that place to 
the tariff and others to the financial issue. 
There could not, however, as he looked at 
the subject, be anv doubt that the question 
of the form of government was more im- 
portant than either of these. He then 
proceeded to argue that the Republican 
party is seeking to establish imperialistic 
practices In our new insular possessions, 
thus subverting our present democratic 
form of government, and in the end bring- 
ing untold evils on the people. This after- 
noon he spoke at Firth, 17 miles*distant 
from Lincoln. 


DUNTON UNDER ARREST. 


His Name Is Coupled With That of 
Teller Forbes, Suicide. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—W. B. Dunton, whose 
extravagances are said to have caused the 
Suicide of George 8S. Forbes, a teller of the 
First National Bank, who out of friendship 
for Dunton, is said to have assisted the lat- 
ter in misappropriating $20,000, was captured 

today at Old Point Comfort, Va. 

When arrested by the United States mar- 
Dunton was ashore from the yatoh 
“Morgan"’’ in which he had been cruising 
with friends. The information of the cap- 
ture was given out here by the bank con- 
cern. Dunton will be brought back here, 
where he has a wife and children. 

False entries in the books of the bank are 
said by President Forgan to be in Dunton’'s 
handwriting. Forbes, the teller, left a let- 
ter stating that he had helped to conceal 
the fact that the money had been misused 
and when he founa that his supposed friend 
had played him false and that the money 
was not forthcoming to cover up the sums 
taken out, he was driven to commit sui- 


cide.

Difference in the Celebration of It in 
the Reformed and Orthodox 
Churches of the City. 


Tomorrop is Rosh Hashona, the Jewish 
New Year. It will be formally observed 
by both the reformed and orthodox Jews 
of St. Louis, though in different ways. 

The celebration of the feast will be com- 
menced by both classes at sundown to- 
Gay. But while its observance with the 
reformed element will continue only & 
hours, the orthodox members of that faith 
will prolong the celebration an additional 
2% hours, or until Tuesday at sundown. 

The reason given for this is that an un- 
Certainty exists as to the exact day on 
which Rosh Hashona falis, and, while the 
reformed Jews have agreed upon one day, 
the orthodox celebrate the day following, 
also, to be certain of celebrating the feast 
of New Year when it does fall. 

In the reformed churches, including Tem- 
ple Israel, Temple Shaare Emeth and the 
United Hebrew Temple, the celebration 
Monday morning will be almost like the 
conventional holiday, with the exception 
that the particular prayers prescribed for 
New Year's day will be recited. In some 
of the reformed churches in the East, sev- 
eral blasts from a cornet are blown during 
the services, but this custom does not ob- 
tain generally in St. Louis. 

The use of the cornet is a modern im- 
rovisation on the historic features of the 
celebration of Rosh Hashona in the ortho- 
dox synagogues—the blowing the ‘‘Shofar,”’ 
the Hebrew word for a ram's horn. 

This practice is still followed in the or- 
thodox synagogues in St. Louis. Dur- 
ing the services Monday morning at 
these temples in St. Louis—the Tpheris 
Israel at Ninth and Carr streets, 
and the eight smaller synagogues in that 
vicinity, three blasts from a ram's horn 
will be sounded three times during the ser- 
vices by a member of the congregation 
specially designated by the rabbi. 

In each instance, a real ram’s horn is 
used. The blowing of the horn typifies an 
important event in the early history of the 

ews. 

In other respects the services in the otho- 
dox celebration of Rosh Hashona are not 
attended with particular features. In ad- 
dition to having services this evening and 
tomorrow, as in the reformed temples, there 
wi.l also be services tomorrow evening and 
Tuesday morning. 

Rosh Hashona is a happy festival. When 
not attending divine services it is the cus- 
tom of the orthodox Jews to gather their 
families together at their homes in pleasant 
concourses. 

In the Hebrew calendar the feast of Rosh 
Hashona is the first day of the month of 
Tishri. There are twelve months in the 
Hiebrew year ordinarily, but in the leap 
years there are thirteen. This additional 
month is called second Adar and it is tutted 
into the calendar by shortening ten of the 
months to 28 days each. 

Ten days after the feast of Rosh Hashona 
on the Hebrew calendar comes Yom XKip- 
pur—the day of atonement. In the interval 
the Hebrew law says that all the faithful 
shall call upon one another and make up 
their differences, so that they may have es 
littie as possible to repent of when the day 
of atonement arrives. It is authoritatively 
stated that many of the orthodox Jews in 
St. Louis faithfully carry out this injunc- 
tion. Yom Kippur is a fast day, the time cf 
fasting commencing about 4 o'clock on the 
previous afternoon and continuing until 

© stars come out the next evening. 

ve days after the feast of Yom Kinpur 
comes “Succoth,”’ the feast of the taber- 
nacie. It lasts two days, then after an in- 
t fon of four days, continues two days 
more. While this feast continues the ortho- 
dox Jews eat their meals in “‘tabernacles,”’ 
instead of their homes. 

Many of the orthodox Jews. in that sec- 
tion of St. Louis where their synagogues 
are located, construct tabernacles in their 
yards to comply with the provisions of the 
church law on this subject. These taber- 
macies have sides made of wood with a 
roof of holly. There are also impressive 
Services at the synagogues in connection 
with the celebration of this feast.

Interesting Experiment That Will Be 
Undertaken by Troop of United 


States Cavalry. 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 2..—An emergency 
ration consisting of two cakes of pure cho- 
colate and three cakes of a combination of 
meat and breadstuffs is to be tested by a 
troop of cavalry from Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory on a march from Fort Sill and 
Fort Reno. 

The emergency ration board of the war 
department began in this city yesterday the 
preparations for the test Two thousand 
rations of the prepared food have been sup- 
plied to order by a local packing company. 
The cevelrymen will eat nothing else dur- 
ing their march, and it is expected that the 
experiment will result in lessening the 
weight and variety of foods necessary to be 
carricd by troops on active duty without 
cutting down the muscle sustaining quality 
of the ration. 

The members of this board are Col. C. 
A. Dempsey, First Infantry; Capt. S. W. 
Fountain, Fighth Cavalry ana Capt. F. W. 
Foster, Fifth Cavalry. ‘Their purpose has 
been to learn the smallest amount of food 
that would sustain a man’s muscle during 
a day. To ascertain this they have made a 
vast number of experiments since they were 
appointed last December, and they have de- 
cided upon the ration as described. The 
cakes are all contained in a small tin can, 
six inches long, flat and rounded like a

Mother Jones Makes a Demonstration 
and Takes Women From 


McAdoo to Coleraine.

HAZLETON, Pa., Sept. 22.—Mother Jones 
led a march of @ women and 2530 men from 
today. The women 
carried brooms over their shoulders. The 
men followed by couples. 

Mother Jones has had the idea of making 
a demonstration with the women of strik- 
ers’ familles for some days. The march 
was originally Scheduled to come off on 
Thursday morning, but something inter- 
fered. Last night she sent word to Mc-

Operators and Workers Reach an 
Agreement and Wage Scale 
Will Be Signed. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 23.—At 12:30 this 
morning both sides of the great wage con- 
ference between the Amalgamated Iron and 
Steel Workers and operators give out that 
they have reached an agreement.

Francis Joseph Boxed His Ears for 
Defacing His Statue With a Bowl 
of Salad.

VIENNA, Sept. 22.—Vienna As on fire with 
patriotic fllumination. Emperor Francis 
Joseph is 70 years old, and for that reason 
1830 and 1900 are put side by side in all 
decorations. 

The Emperor is a unique personality and 
but for the people's love for him the empire 
would lone ago have been divided. 

Having no son to succeed him, writes 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage to the Christian 
Herald of New York, he is educating his 
nephew for the throne—a splendid lad of 
13 or 14 years. Otto, the father of the 
lad, would have been the next Emperor, 
but he does not want the throne, and no 
one in the empire wants him to take It. 
He is one-half mad and one-half imbeciie. 
He keeps the air full of scandalization. 


He goes tnto a restaurant, orders all other 
persons to depart, and, having taken full 
possession of the place, he and the group 
of wild fellows with him drink themselves 
drunk and then smash the crockery and de- 
canters, and the tables, and the window 
glass, and no ore dare protest, for he be- 
longs to the imperial family. But the next 
day the bfll for this roystering destructive 
ness is sent to the Emperor, and he pays it. 

Otto is the terror of the neighborhood 
when he Is inflamed by strong drink. Rid- 
ing on horseback through the country dis- 
tricts he met a funeral procession of peas- 
ants. As is the custom, they were carrying 
the coffin on their shoulders. Otto made 
them stop and put the coffin on the ground, 
and then he with his horse leaped over the 
coffin this way and that until the drunken 
delirium was satisfied. 

Hlearing of this or some equal offensive- 
ness, the Emperor called this erratic spect-

The local football season, in so far as 
practice is concerned, is now about two 
weeks old, and followers of the game are 
inquiring as to the progress made by the 
various elevens.

Christian Brothers’ team should be in 
better shape than it is, though they com- 
plain that all their men have not yet re- 
turned, and that they have no coach. 

Marion-Sims has been minus a practice 
ground and Smith has several of its candi- 
dates still on rusticating tours. 

In the case of Washington University 
and the Manual Training School it is for 
the most part more lack of effort that is at 
the bottem of their unpreparedness.

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DISEASE” AMONG FISH, AND PECULIAR INHABITANTS 
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Curious Studies by Officials Connected 
With the United States Fish Commis- 
sion Into the Habits of Food and 
Other Fish and Their Pred-

BUSY summer indeed has been spent 
by the United States Fish Commis- 
sion, and the reports that have just 
been made as to the result of the work of 
the various experts make true wonder- 
siories of fish and sea creatures.

with gas till it forms bubbles al! over them 
and almost blows their eyes out of their 
heads. Another has been feeding oysters 
on common fertilizers just as if they were 
farm crops. Still another has discovered 
that one cause of the scarcity of clams is 
the fact that menhaden are caught for the 
oll factories of such huge quantities. This 
story shows a curious chain. Man destroys 
the menhaden. Menhaden feed on the star- 
fich. Starfish feed on clams. So here is man 
again, ruining his own food supply. With 
the menhaden taken in netS aS s00n Aas 
they appear near a coast, the starfish are 
left free to eat the clams, as they do. The 


experts have watched the starfish and 


find that one star can and does eat more 


than fifty clams in six days, and that the 
Stars that may be found tin a single small 
cartiond of seaweed have a capacity for 
destroying more than 6,000,000 clams in a 
week, 

One body of experts has been at work to 
consider the feasibility of planting ocean 
fishes in the Great Salt Lake in Utah, but 
found that the water was not fitted for 
them. The [Ost creature, the tile fish, has 
been rediscovered and will furnish a new 
fishery soon. The eggs of two brook trout 
were fertilized with the milt of two lake 
trout and 24y0 hybreds were obtained. They 
unre of the size of brook trout but are 
marked like lake trout. A curious feature 
of them is that they have either no tail at 
ail or a diminutive one. 


A bug that kills fish was captured in the 
Waters of the Tennessee. For a time fish 
had died in great numbers, 5000 in a month. 
Al. kinds of experiments were tried to dis- 
eever the cause of the excessive mortality.

Some 
ponds were cleaned out and the fish assort- 
ed. Nothing had any result. Suddenly it 
was discovered that great quantities of an 
insect known as bolostoma were around al! 
the waters. And this belostoma, it was 
found. crawled into the water at night and 
fixed itself on young fish and killed them by 
blood suction. 

One hundred and sixty-three species of 
fish have been found by Dr. Tarleton H. 
Bean % our own coast of Long Island. 
Among them are the red mullet, the pres- 
ence of which here had not been suspected 

One important thing has been discovered 
about the mackerel, which has a bearing 
on the question of the distribution and 
movements of this valuable fish. It is that 
there are marked structura! differences be- 
tween the British and the American fish 

A tiny infusorian, Peridinium, has been 
captured. In itself as a@ single individual 
it does not amount to much. But when it 
has its crowd along it does wonders. Thus, 
not long ago, it occurred in such numbers 
in Narragansett Bay that the water sud- 
denly became a deep red color, smelled 
most unpleasantly and killed fish s80 thar 
even the hardy eels came ashore. 

An interesting thing was done with cod- 
fish to study their movement in the deep 
sea. It is obvious that a personally conduct- 
ed tour is out of the question, so 1115 adult 
cod were carefully kept alive after being 
caught and taken to the Woods Holl sta- 
tion, where German silver tags were at- 
tached to them. Then they were released 
again. On each tag was a number and a 
legend telling what the purpose of the tag 
ging was, and asking fishermen to take 
them off the fish and send them to Wash- 
ington with a statement telling date of 
capture, latitude and longitude or locality, 
weight and condition of the fish, and so 
on. So far almost 75 tags have been re- 
turned, They show enormous distances 
traversed and wonderful growth of the fish. 

The investigation of the gas disease 
makes one of the most interesting 
things of the sea. For some years a strange

UR great satellite, the moon, will be 
studied as never before this coming 
winter. The Astronomical Observa- 

tory of Harvard College is about to estab- 
lish a station on the island of Jamaica, in 
the British West Indies.

The very factors which are conducive to 
the growth of a large city make such a lo- 
cation bad for astronomical purposes, be- 
cause it usually means more or less fre- 
quent rains with periods of cloudiness 

About fifteen vears ago a fund was left 
by the late Uriah A. Boyden to establish 
an observing station at an altitude where 
the atmospheric conditions would not be 
unfavorable to astronomical investigations, 
and this fund was transferred by his trus- 
tees to the Astronomical Observatory of 
Harvard College Director Pickering and 
his assistants at once began an eluborate 
and extensive study of the geography of 
the world to find out the best place for the 
Station 

Not all mountain peaks were, available, 
for the matter of heated air rising from 
the valleys below had to be considered. 
As all the great observatories were work- 
ing on the northern stars, it was thought 
advisable to place the new station where 
the stars of the southern hemisphere could 
be observed. 

it is interesting to note at the present 
time that, from an ideal standpoint, Khar- 
toum was the place selected, but as at that 
time Kl Mahdi had just slain Gordon and 
massacred the garrison, it was anything but 
ideal from a practical point of view rhe 
difficulty of access and the unhealthful 
climate precluded the establishment of a 
station on the west coast of Africa, and so

Various expeditions were sent there, 
working gradually southward from the 
equator, and finally Arequipa in Peru wa 
selected, and there at an altitude of 000 
feet the highest astronomical observater,s 
in the world was established Ry thus 
maintaining a station south of the equator 
work at Cambridge has been extended to 
southern stares. All important researches 
undertaken by Harvard are therefore now 
made to include stars in all parts of the 
sky, from the North to the South Pole 

The Harvard observatory’s great work {s 


parently filled with gas would develop first 
on the fins and gradually spreading over 
the entire body, and at last attacking the 
eye, formning on the eyeball or beneath the 
cornea, so that the eyes often would be 
literally blown out of their sockets. Prof. 
L. bb. Spencer of the Battery Park Aquari- 
um noticed the disease several years ago. 
It was particulariy troublesome in the 
case of the beautiful hippocampus or sea 
horse. The poor little things were attacked 
almost invariably a few days after they 
were placed in the tanks. A _ series of 
experiments developed the fact that deep 
sea fish put in shallow water had these 
blisters and the shallow water fish devel- 
oped these blisters when the atmospheric 
pressure was removed. The conclusion ar- 
rived at was that the blisters were due en- 
tirely to the removal of the water pressure. 
lu cornuenting upon this the fish commis. 
Ssioners wrote: 


“The change in pressure which fish must 
undergo when transferred from the ocean 
to aquaria is not small in amount. We 
have only to consider that at the surface 
the pressure is about 14.7 pounds per square 
inch and that for every foot in depth it in- 
creases at the rate of 0.445 pounds per 
Sauare inch. At a depth of 5% fathoms the 
pressure is just double that at the surface, 
and at a depth of 300 fathoms it would 
amount to over 800 pounds. Since, accord- 
ing to the law of the expansion of guses. a 
volume of gas occupies just twice the space 
at the surface that it does at 5% fathoms, a 
fish drawn from 300 fathoms to the surface 
must suffer an expansion of its contained 
gases to over 54 times their original vol- 
ume. 


The clam has been watched for the com- 
mission by James L. Kellogg. He tells a 
pretty. story about the threads which the 
young clams spin to use as anchors. These 
threads are byssus filaments. He says: 

“The free-swimming embryos attach 
themselves to objects such as seaweeds, 
eelgrass and stones, in June, July and Au- 
gust. Having become fixed in this Way by a 
byssus thread, the clams remain for some 
time, many of them attaining a length of at 
least 6 or 7 mm., and perhaps more. 

“The attachment of the clams may be 
broken at any time, apparently at the will 
of the animal by casting off the byssus 
thread and new threads may be produced at 
will. Apparently young clams of all sizes 
in the weed often perform this act. When 
they have in this way made them-

selves free in a glass dish, they at 
Once begin to move about~by means of a 
well-developed foot. Slowly crawling about 
for a time, they finally reattach themselves 
and even after-this has been accomplished, 
they move about in various dire®tions to 
the length of their tether.’’ 

The wickedness of the starfish as a de- 
Stroyer of clams was exposed at Woods 
Holl by Dr. A; D. Mead, associate profes- 
sor of comparative anatomy in Brown Uni- 
versity. In order to ascertain how fast 


the stars of the average size found upon the 


eelgrass would devour the young clams of 
average size he placed one such star in a 
dish with 56 clams taken at random from 
the margin of a_ stone. The experiment 
was begun at 1:22 p. m. on July 18; at 5:40 
Db. m. two clams had been devoured, each 
about the length of the arm of the star, 
and during the evening a third was eaten. 
At 8 o'clock the following morning five had 
been eaten, at 9 six and at 9:0 the seventh 
clam had been attacked. He was absent 
from the laboratory for the next four days, 
and, on returning on the 22d, found at 6 p. 


m. 29 empty shells whose contents had been 


eaten by the star, which had grown con- 
Siderably and was eating faster than for- 
merly. The next day 39 empty shells were 
found, and on the following day 46 were 
empty, while 10 more had disappeared alto- 
gether, having doubtless been devoured 
shell and all, some time during the week. 
To make sure that the clams were killed by 
the star and did not die from some other 
cause, a control dish of clams was kept, 
in which all specimens lived. In six days 
a single starfish had devoured over 50 clams. 


Both starfish and clams represented the ay- 
erage size at this season. 

When it is recalled how exceedingty 
plentiful starfish are, and that they are 
found in the same localities with the young 
clams, the result of this experiment be- 
comes still more significant. At this rate 
600 stars from one netfjil of seaweed could 
devour 30,000 clams in six days, The star- 
fish in a cartload of seaweed, if it con- 
tained 200 small forkheads would have the 
capacity for destroying over 6,000,000 clams 
in a week. 
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because the first photograph of a star ever 
made was taken there in 1850, by George P. 
Bond, later the second director of the *ob- 
servatory, then an assistant to his father, 
Director William Cranch Bond. In S57, 
Prof. George bond published three articles 
Which are today accepted the world over as 
the basic principles of this work.

HE gentlemen of France visiting England and 
the United States do not, as a rule, under- 
stand the comparative familiarity with

For Mother Jones is the most success- 
ful organizer and sustainer of strikes in the 
country. That is why she is at Wilkes- 
barre now. That is why the miners ex- 
pect to win. That is why the mine owners 
accompany her name with anathemas. 

Hiow does she do it? By the greatest of 
all powers—the power of love. She loves 
her they Polish or Bohemian 
r Irish or American—and she teaches them 
to love her. The combination is irresisti- 
ble. The ranks of the toilers stand firm 
at her biddidng and the strategy dictated 
by her woman's intuition does the rest. 

It might be thought that she is an Ama- 
zon in physique and voice and gesture; that 
she sweeps her forces along with her by 
the sheer power of her vitality. Or else 
that she is endowed with the youth and 
beauty and mysterious spiritual influence 
of a Joan of Arc. 

In a Maine city she met the man of her 
choice. His name was Jones, and she mar- 
ried him. 

At that time it was not part of her voca- 
tion to address labor unions, but she was 
interested in the labor questions. The fact 
that 6 and 10-year-old childi®n were work- 
ing in the cotton mills of Lewiston, Lowell 
and Fall River roused her wrath. Writing 
to her old father in Canada about it, she 
suid that in America there were as great 
abuses of the poor as there were in old 
lreland. 

Drifting South and West with her hus- 
band, she became interested in the first 
great battles of the Knights of Labor. Her 
husband encouraged her in the study of 
the labor statistics of the various states. 

While other women were joining women's 
clubs and discussing Shakspeare she was 
talking with the street car conductors in 
Chicago, the miners of Hazleton, the mill 
girls in Fall River, telling them that it 
was their duty to strike and to drive their 
employers into giving them the wages that 
they earned. 

The great coal miners’ strike of I59%1 
brought her into public attention, though

She was driven by a teamster from an ad- 
joining town, and she went to the head- 
quarters of the strikers and interrupted 
the leaders, who were talking of surrender. 
She delivered a speech that aroused the ut- 
most enthusiasm and the heartiest sup- 
port of the She organized the wom- 
en and children and aroused their enthusi-

tiow she did it will Inever be told, 
for nine months she held the strikers to- 
gether and fed them by co-operative meth- 
ods, which she knows so well how to or- 
ganize. At the end of that time financial 
ruin stared in the faces of the mine own- 
ers, and she in turn dictated terms that 
they were glad to accept. 

Mother Jones has a sweet old face, as 
fresh as a rose in spite of the fine lines that 
are creeping into it, and her snow-white 
hair makes a queenly frame for her coun- 
tenance. Her eyes are sharp and steel 
gray. They are the kind that look through 
ore and make deception hard in their light. 
It is said of her that she is deeply relig- 
ious at heart. 

At ElkKton, Md., last May she took hold 
of the strike when it was on the point of 
falling through. She saved the situation. 
One June 3 she addressed 3000 miners in 
Braddock Park, at Frostburg, and the next 
morning was In the midst of the mob at 
Lonaconing trying to forestall the break 
that discontented miners were making. She 
strengthened the lines and that night was 
at the head of 3000 marching strikers. 

At Wilkesbarre, just now Mother Jones 
has full sway. She is the one ruler of the 
majority of the strikers. The mine owners 
and operators object to recognizing her as 
the leader of the trouble; but have to in 
order to hold any communication with the 
men. Her eloquent presentation of the 
wrongs suffered by the miners has made 
many new members for the United Mine 
Workers’ Union, 

“We want the laws of the state recog- 
nized,”’ she said to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch; ‘2240 pounds of coal make a legal 
ton in this state.

OSSIBLY the most remarkable cases 

I have ever had to treat were those 

of Mrs. Annie Z— and her daugh-

One of these women Is elderly--56 years— 
while the other is about The younger 
woman suffers under the delusion that 
there are witches in “ne neighborhood, 
who are always troubling them. 

These witches are constantly pinching 
the women at night and threatening them 
with knives. The younger woman will 
point to spots upon her body and, in all 
seriousness, show you imaginary bine spets 
where she has been pinched and beaten by 
the witches. Sometimes these witches ap- 
pear in the forms of women, at others of 
men. 

I put both women under hypnotic 
ence at the Metropolitan Hospital, 
York, where I have charge of the 
partment for women’s diseases. My 
sistant, Dr. James J. Wolff, aided 
treating these two cases. 

When the women were Jrst brought to us 
they imagined that spirits were molesting 
‘them. They had moved from house to 
| house a numberof times within the past two 
years, but were unable to rid themselves 
of their tormentors. It became so expen- 
sive to remove their furniture that finally 
they stored their belongings, furnishing 
itheir rooms with boxes so that, on the 
supposed appearance of their enemies, 
they could decamp at a moment's no- 
tice. 

After six or seven months’ treatment the 
two women no longer complained of their 
unwelcome visitors. Only one witch re- 
mains, but she, too, is hourly becoming less 
troublesome and 1 hope soon to reduce him 
to impotence, 

The younger woman ts living away from 
her husband, but perhaps when I clear her 
. mind from her delusions she will return to 
him and the family will be reunited. I be- 
lieve that her husband left her owing to her 
delusions. 

Many are superstitious. They do not be- 
HMeve in medical science, but when suffering 
from fliness call in the services of a ‘‘fel- 
scher,"’ or barber, who, in the old country, 
has acted as a doctor's assistant. The ‘fel- 
scher’’ resorts to curious usages to drive off 
the evil spirits. To give a few instances: 

If a child be nearly dying with diphtheria, 
gay, these “‘felschers”’ will catch a dog and 
take it to the sick room. Then each member 
of the family will cut fro the dog a tuft of | 
hair. This hair is put on a broom and 
burned. It Is supposed that the disease | 
takes its departure in the smoke from the 
burning hair.

We can imagine how 
the beasts that fought over the carcass of 
the mastadon would tug and pull at ft, al- 
ways working it down the hill and finally 
getting the flesh-picked skeleton down 
where another tug toppled it over the hill. 
Il believe this theory accounts for the scat- 
ter confusion in which the bones are found, 
and Mr. l.ucas pronounces my theory most 
rensonable and the best he has heard.

The carriage was driven to the Eads 
bridge, and at 1 o'clock in the morning it 
reached the west approach at Third street 
and Washington avenues. Meyers had 
apparently been sleeping in a corner, but 
when a single buggy drove alongside the 
carriage he sprang up with the agility of 
a cat, dealt Cooper a felling blow with his 
first, and was out of the carriage and into 
the single buggy in a jiffy. The man in| 
the buggy was a confederate, and he drove 
Meyers to safety. It seems-an irony of 
fate that after so many years the old 
burglar should have been captured after 
the Millstadt safe-blowing whife driving 
off the Eads bridge over the. very spot 
where he effected his daring escape 2: 
years ago. | 
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Meyers was at liberty for the next year, 
being finally captured in St. Louis, He 
denied his identity, and made a vigorous 
defense against extradition. He was de- # 
fended at the time by the late Joseph P. | 
Lodge and John A. Talty, who is now & 
circuit. judge in St. Louis. Meyers lost 
the case and was returned to the Ed- 
wardsville jail. It had cost Cooper $650 
of his own money to restore him to the 
Madison County jail. This money was 
paid out in rewards to detectives. 

He at once resumed his ingenious ef- 
forts to escape. A fellow prisoner gave 
him a narrow, 18-inch steel band taken 
from a truss. Meyers took this, a tin 
cup, a small piece-of sandstone, his cell 
candle, a piece of hard oak and some old 
rags and in a little while he made with 
these a perfect saw which, with little 
work, cut through one and one-quarter- 
inch iron bars. Hé was“ discovered at 
work, and the keeper of the jail tortured 
him to make him tell where he had hid- 
den the saw. He gota change of venue: 
to Belleville, and secured his liberty, re- 
taining in this case four. of. the best 
lawyers of St. Louis and Madison Coun.’ 
ty. 
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A year after Meyers’ release at Belle- 
ville I saw in a St. Lowis paper an ac- 
count of a robbery in northern Iflinois 
in which an old couplé named Fairbanks 
had been tortured with fire on their feet 
until they revealed the. hiding place of 
considerable wealth. The dispatch added 
that there was no clew for the police to 
work upon. It struck me that this was 
the work of Harry Meyers. It was his 
specialty—this burning of old folks’ feet, 
and the Marine and Du Page County 
caseS were too similar to have been the 
work of different men. I wrote to the 
chiefs of detectives at Chicago and St. 
Louis and asked them to l6ok up Harry 
Meyers in the Fairbanks case, and, acting 
upon this clew, Meyers was arrested. The 
old people positively identified him as 
the man who had tortured them. Neither

THAT 


Various Means JDevised in 


This and the Last Centuy 
to Get Rid of Them. 


HEN America was in her infancy, 
but still not too young to have in- 
sects which were injurious to veg- 


etation, many weird schemes were proposed 
by. budding entomologists to rid the land 
of these pests. One scheme which, though 
amus‘ng, was not as absurd as some oth- 
ers, was put forward by William Bartram 
im 1789. For the extermination of the pea 
weevil he proposed this: ‘‘Let everybody 
feed all of their peas to their cattle and im- 
port a new stock of gped from Europe."’ 
An elaborate article was publised as a 
prize essay of the New York State Agri- 
cultural Society, in 1843, under the title “‘A 
treatise on insects injurious to field crops, 


fruit orchards, vegetable gardens and do- 


‘Mestic animals, with a description of each 


and the best methods of destroying them 
or preventing their ravages.’ Some of the 
remedial recommendations are laughable 
In writing of the wheat midge, .the author 
Says: “Fumigating the fields with sulphur 
or smoke from any materials will retard 
their action for a time, and, could it be con- 
tinued, might destroy them. All 
odors are offensive to the grain fiy, as they 
are to the mosquito, and that most offen- 
Sive of all odors, the one proceeding from 
the skunk, has been tested and highly re: 
ommended as a preventive.” 

It was this sort of work that especially 
aroused the indignation of Be njamin D 
Walsh. The caustic manner with which 
he showed up the unfounded utterances of 
impractical and ignorant persons may be 
illustrated by his comment upon a newspa- 
per article which recommended banding 
trunks of trees as a remedy for all the in-

Walsh began to write on economic mat- 
ters in 1860 and published 385 articles upon 
injurious insects. In 1865 he founded the 
first journal devoted to economic entomol- 
Ogy in this country, and probably the first 
in the world. It was entitled “The Practi- 
cal Entomologist,” and was published by 
the Entomological Society of Philadelphia, 
lasting through two volumes of 12 numbers 
each, being discontinued in September, 1867, 
for lack of financial support. In the mean- 
time, however, the lilinois State Legislature 
passed a law, as the result of a petition 
from the State Horticultural Society, en- 
acting that a state entomologist be ap- 
pointed by the governor with a yearly sai- 
ary of $2000 for two years. ‘Walsh was made 
acting state entomologist. Me was a forct- 
ble character, a ready writer and a ready 
public speaker, and by virtue of his strong 
personality as well as by a marked hatred 
for fraud and pretense, was the best man 
who could have been found to place the 
comparatively new field of investigation 
upon a firm basis. He showed up preva-4 
lent quack remedies in the most scathing

eral topic. Other examples are the use of 
the name “Abe Lincoln bug’ in Georgia, 
after the close of the Civil war, for the 
harlequin cabbage bug, which at that time 
had just reached that state on its north- 
eastward march; the later application of 
the term “‘Third Party bug” to the same 
insect in Texas, and the term ‘French 
weed” to the stinkweed in portions of 
Canada of anti-Gallic sympathies. 

The one thing which perhaps more than 
any other brought the economic entomolo- 
gist most prominently to the front was the 
discovery of the existence of the San Jose 
scale In the Eastern United States in 1893.

in 169%, Rubinstein a German ‘‘Nero” (the 
text originally French, by Jules Barbier), at 
Hamburg in 1879 and Porfile, Italian, in Na- 
ples in 1686. Rubinstein's opera was pro- 
duced in New York at the Metropolitan Op- 
era House in an English version by John P. 
Jackson on March 14, 1887, under the direc 
tion of Theodore Thomas. 

Nero Is, indeed, an excellent operatic sub- 
ject, and Boito's not to be won- 
dered at. The cruelty, profligacy, effemin- 
acy, cowardice and artistic vanity of the 
Roman Emperor are traits which in- 
vite dramatic illustration, and for each one 
of them the pages of Suetonius afford incl- 
dents which accept a dramatic dress none 
the less willingly because they are histor- 
ical facts. He died, as Suetonius Says, ex- 
claiming: “‘What an artist perishes with 
me!’ (“Qualis artifex pereo!"') It will be 
observed that Boito, adhering to old op- 
eratic conventions, has given his Nero a 
tenor voice; so did Rubinstein. But the ver- 
table Nero had a baritone, rather weak 
and a little rough and hoarse. ““Quamquam 
exiguae vocis et fuscae,”’ says Suetonius. 
Yet, despite his vocal shortcomings, Nero 
once received the highest honorarium ever 
paid to a singer, not less than 1,000,000 ses-

D KETCHUM, chief of police of Gal- 
veston, at the request of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, has made the follow- 

ing written statement concerning the meth- 
ods employed by him to preserve order 
after the great storm of Sept. 15 and 16, in 
which thousands of citizens lost their lives: 


By ED KETCHUM, Chief of Police 


Galveston, Tex. 


HE question of preserving order after 
z the storm was easy of solution. Or- 
der preserved itself. For the most 
part, the people of Galveston are quiet, law- 
abiding and honest. No outsiders could get 
into the city at the time, and here at home 
we had other things to think of than dis- 
orderliness. 

Having worked all night rescuing people, 
cutting men out of Ritter’s wreck and other 
places, I was aware early Sunday morning 
that a most fearful storm had occurred— 
fearful in its results as well as in its man- 
ifestations. 

[ put on a few extra policemen. My reg- 
ular force, day and night combined, is 55 
men. Now I have 75 in the several patrol 
districts. 

The first thing I did was to issue an order 
that all the saloons be closed and no liquor 
be sold. This was the most important move 
toward preserving order. People in such a 
condition as ours were that Sunday might 
have imbibed too freely and become inca- 
pable of Knowing how to act. The saloon 
men reaiized this, and they had closed up 
even before the order was issued.

The American Society of Professors of 
Dancing is the arbiter of dancing. At the 
annual convention of this society it is 
agreed what@ances shall be used the com- 
ing year, and dancing teachers and or- 
chestra leaders are instructed accordingly. 
This year it was decided to relegate the 
rather hilarious two-step to obscurity and 
revive the waltz. 

There are several reasons for this. In 
the first place, the two-step is not a really 
pretty dance. There may be a few who 
infuse grace into it, but these couples are 
seldom seen. The waltz, properly executed, 
is the most charming of all dances. But 
in nothing is awkwardness more conspic- 
uous and pitiable than in waltzing. When 
a man twists his partner’s hand up against 
his ear or over his shoulder, he renders 
her absurd as well as himself, for this 
position suggests that each is afflicted with 
some spinal deformity. 

The correct position is for the gentleman 
to put his right arm around his partner, 
with his hand just touching her waist in 
the back, while her left hand rests on his 
right arm at the elbow. Her right hand 
rests in his left, his thumb placed lightly 
over her fingers. Each stands perfectly 
straight. As he talks he bends his head 
slightly, but not enough to bring his face 
close to hers. 

It is permissible, though not strictly good 
form, to raise her hand up to the top of 
his chest and hold it there. Bending the 
knees and holding them down While danc- 
ing is the fault most often seen. 

Orchestra leaders have been requested 
to play waltzes more slowly than hereto- 
fore.

Other parts of the body as well as the feet 
must be in training. The movement of the 
body, the head and the general carriage 
all count in acquiring perfect rhythm. 

Cotillions will be all the rage this win- 
ter. There will be many new figures. The 
most popular cotillion figure is “‘oh, please 
do.” It is a comedy in three acts. The 
first shows the gentleman kneeling before 
his lady fair, begging her to give him this 
dance; in the second she turns away, and 
in the third act she gives her hand to the 
other man.

The curtsy, a feature tn many of the new 
figures, is something often bungled. It is 
not intended to be an elaborately stately 
salutation, as in the minuet, but a slight, 
graceful inclination. The head should be 
bent a trifle, and also the body at the waist 
line, but it should be done rather quickly. 
Neither must one party bow slightly and 
the other give a long, sweeping bow. It 
gives a ludicrous aspect to a very courteous 
figure. The lady should always raise her 
dress slightly. 


In waltzing a gentleman should never 
squeeze his partner’s hand or crush her 
waist. This is. worse than bad form-—it is 
rudeness. He must encircle the back of 
her hand, with his thumb and forefinger, tn 
the most delicate way. He must hold her 
gently but firmly as he would a woodland 
flower.

Lob Nor 
was found by Dr. Hedin to be fresh 
water, though its position and sur- 
roundings led to the supposition that its 
waters would be salt. Lob Nor Hes m 
the midst of a_ barren land, the al- 
kali deserts of Thibet. On the shores of 
Lob Nor Dr. Hedin found the remains of a 
onee great and magnificent city—a city of 
great terraces, of buildings of marble and 
of beautiful mosaics. Broad driveways 
tan through the city and it evidently was 
the headquarters of a polished civilization 
of which the world knows nothing. On his 
journey to the shifting lake and the ru- 
ined city Dr. Hedin ohce had to crawl on 
his hands and knees for four miles over 
the jagged rocks and the ice and freezing 
snow. When he had crossed the moun- 
tains and had descended to the plain he 
was so far gone with hunger that he pulled 
off his boots and chewed the leather raven- 
ously. 

Part of the letter which the explorer sent 
to his home here says: 

“We escaped an awful death from a fall-
